The entire 
Mubarak Mandi complex came into existence from 1707 to 1915 
and has three arched deorhie, the Panjthirthi Dhonthali side, 
used to be the main entrance gate which now doesn't exists, the 
second Chowk Chabutara side was called as khazani wali 
deorhi and third from Pacci Dhakki side. The most significant 
aspect of the Mubarak Mandi Complex has been adoption of 
various architectural both foreign and indigenous. 


Jalandra Devi Temple, Udhampur 
A splendid temple situated on the top of 


a hill about 4 kms from Udhampur. lt is 
said to have been built by king Jalandra | 
of Trigarta Kingdom in 11th century A.D. | 
it is miniature in size and profuselv : 
carved. The carving depicts many 
mythological anecdotes. The temple is 
very important from the view point of its 
arts. On the side panels we find the 
characters from Ramayana, the 
vanarsena, armed with weapons are 
shown in action. The central main image 


of deity has been shown sitting on a throne of two lions. The 
temple, despite its antiquity, has been maintained properly.The 
temple stands declared as State Protected Monument in the 
meaning of Ancient Monument Preservation Act 1920 A.D. with 
Amendment 2010A.D. vide SRO No.281 dated: 26.06.1986.
